Tiffany Star is one sheet, but is now a monthly and 
will include Traveller news and information. This is an 
efficiency move. 

Joe Fugate at Digest Group Publications is giving 
HIWG a LOT of attention. (Some HlWSer* were worried we 
are being ignored . Be assured this is not so. > 
However, Joe expressed some annoyance at our ability to 
manage the flow of information up to him* 

This stems largely from the influx of new members. 
The organization was set up for about 20. It now has 
approximately 6 times that. Changes to handle the 
growth were sadly overdue. I've asked Joe to remove our 
ad in Digest, at least until we have better control over 
things. 

The key change is the total emphasis on HIWG Pubs to 
get fan essays and ideas to the designers. This is 
Joe's reference library. If Joe (or any writer) needs 
supporting material for a publication, he can go to Ed's 
listing of HIWG Pubs, scan for the things he might need, 
and pull them. (Writers that don't have a set of HIWB 




Pubs can ask Ed for the selected material.) 

To Mk» this work, thought th* HIWG Pubs listing will 
also include a synopsis of each pub. Title, subject, 
and length isn't enough for Joe to know if it has the 
material he needs. So, when you submit a work, include 
a synopsis giving the main points or highlights. This 
will make Ed's job easier* Do not send new material 
directly to Joe; send it to Ed for HIWG Pubs. 

The most important new inclusion in TS is a monthly 
listing of the additions to HIWG Pubs by members. Joe 
specifically asked for this to keep him abreast of 
what's new from HIWG and to supplement the HIU6 Pubs 
listing. Although we could have just sent him a 
separate sheet each month, its seemed better to reserve 
the back side of TS for that. This way the supplement 
to HIWG Pubs is available to everyone, designers, 
writers, and HIWG members. 

The front of the sheet will include the two regular 
columns, "What in the Stars" (this one), and "HIWG 
Chairsophont tetter 1 ' CHCL) . Ed's HO- will focus on HIWG 
news and information. "What in the Stars" will focus on 
Traveller news and information. Having gone monthly, 
and by virtue of having regular access to Joe on the 
QEnie network, this char;?* to "Whst Stars" s*e*» 
reasonable, one I'm sure members will welcome. 

Tiffany Star will also include some other things on 
an irregular basis. "Thunder ■ From Above" will 
occasionally have things directly from the powers that 
be. When we have sufficient white space, I'll include 
art. And there might even be a second sheet. 

This second sheet might be used for any of several 
things. Ed could use it for a mass letter. As chief of 
an organization with 100++ members, he's swamped. So, 
he might elect to do this just to touch base with 
everyone he needs to when time demands this recourse. 
The optional sheet could also be used for spill -over (as 
in this case). Or it might be used for articles. 

Articles got axed because TS had to come but faster 
and DGP projects don't permit me the attention anymore 
T ' d 1 ike to gi ve TS. Articles weren' t real 1 y that 
important because HIWG Pubs was the main conduit of 
information. I instead encourage members to send their 
material to Geo Gel i nas at Terra Traveller Times. 

However, if members submit articles to me 
photo-ready, T can use them when an available second 
sheet comes up. I'm looking primarily for material that 
applies to the Rebellion as a whole. You may use one 
page or two. Haps are still welcome. Try to use all of 
each sheet . If you're using regular sized type, you may 
leave a half page white space. I can perhaps use that 
for illos or free ads. 

You may photo-reduce your type to get more on the 
page, as long as its still readable. (I use 12 pitch 
reduced to 77X myself.) Use double columns. If you

BLACK KNIGHTS

Informal name for the Knightly Order of Vashai r r 
founded in 138 to directly serve the archduke. It was 
named after an Ilelish hero who, according to legend, 
di ed t hr ee separ at e t i mes in the ser vice of the 
planetary emperor. Martin III dissolved the Vashai rians 
in 435 at the conclusion of the Ilelish Revolt. 

Emperor Strephon restored the Order of Vashai r in 
1107 at the request of Archduke Dulinor . Initially, the 
news media pictured them as special honor guards until 
1110 when they captured the naval base at Khirar 
(Ilelish 2208) . Sector Admiral Letna was preparing to 
defect to the Solomani Confederation with extremely 
sensitive documents. Operating under a ducal war rent, 
the knights fought their, way into the base, captured 
Letna, and executed him. Although some still insist the 
aunurai wets not * it ai it» , iu* Lelita Inuiutr.il s.le«»f ly 
demonstrated the Black Knights as an elite fighting arm. 

As honor guards, the Knights of Vashai r wear special 
armor with a gleaming blAtk finish. Although designed 
for ceremony rather than field combat, their armor and 
weapons are fully functional. They wear stylish black 
uniforms at other times. Each knight is free to design 
variations to his own uniform as a mark of distinction. 

All black knights are combat experienced. While most 
are former military, some were law enforcers. Each is 
given much preparatory training as "squires" before 
being knighted. Most squires become such without any 
guarantee of knighthood, and often remain professional 
squires. It is not uncommon for a knight to lead a 
squad of squires in small operations. Squires that 
distinguish themselves are eventually knighted. 

The particular value of the Black Knights is as a 
group whose loyalty is certain* Dulinor has no absolute 
certainty with his naval officers or the Ilelish 
nobility* So he has come to rely oh the knighthood to 
serve as his representatives* The knighthood has become 
a symbol of loyalty to the archduke. And as such, 
Dulinor has sent knights to serve particular noblemen as 
token of his trust. 
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
